Harrisburg. Aug. 20 (AP)—“A ‘re­ 
lentless’ war” on crime in Pennsyl­ 
vania was promised today by Percy 
W. Foote, commissioner of the mo­ 
tor police. 
He said he would ask 
the Legislature for more men. 
Foote explained that the cruiser 
car would have an important part 
in his campaign against underworld 
characters and criminals, Just as it 
is in the drive to force death off the 
highways. 
He said the “ghost cars,” white 
automobiles to be used in patrolling 
the highways, would be matched by 
black cars watching for the crim­ 
inal. 
The crime division will remain 
under the direction of Major Lynn 
G. 
Adams, 
deputy 
commissioner, 
who was praised today by his chief 
for the “fine organization” he had 
built to deal with criminals. 
He said this department would 
remain much as it has been, al­ 
though more men were needed for 
work on the highways. 
‘ Some people have got the idea,” 
he said, “that because we are talk­ 
ing so much about keeping the mo­ 
torist from killing himself and oth­ 
ers, we have failed to heed the need 
for strong crime prevention. 
This 
is not a fact.” 
The retired admiral, who became 
head of the Pennsylvania motor 
police formed about six weeks ago 
by merger of the state police and 
the highway patrol, said the only 
reason the auto death drive got so 
much publicity is because it is a 
bigger job. 
He said he would deal with crime 
in a different way. 
“We’ll have to work in secret in 
dealing with crooks, the same as 
they work,’’ he went on. 
He said that without the prob­ 
lems of the highway the old state 
police force was adequate to cope 
with criminals, but that under the 
new set-up, “things have changed. 
; We need men ” 
He stressed that the additional 
men would be used chiefly in patrol­ 
ling the highways, so veterans in 
the crime division could be reserved 
for that work. 
‘‘I have only 300 men on the high­ 
ways today,” Foote concluded, “and 
they have to handle 2,000,000 motor­ 
ists that isn’t enough. 
He said he 
was making a survey of all sub­ 
stations to see how many would be 
needed on tile roads.

Three Distinct Heat Waves 
Three distinct heat waves drifted 
slowly across the United States from 
west to east today, separated by vir­ 
tual walls of rainfall which farmers 
valued at millions of dollars. 
Combined with the heat, In most 
of the areas affected, were high de­ 
grees of humidity which carried suf­ 
fering to sweltering residents. 
A composite picture of the weath­ 
er, showing the temperature changes 
In various sections of the country 
during the last 24 hours, follows: 
New England—Temperature up as 
much as 17 points, with the heat in 
Boston breaking a 54-year-old rec­ 
ord for July 20; at IO a. rn. the ther­ 
mometers passed 91 degrees, one de­ 
gree higher than the former record; 
at the time, the humidity was 72, or 
12 degrees above normal. 
Middle Atlantic seaboard—Tem 
peratures as high as 94, the same as 
Thursday, recorded at Newark, New 
Jersey, with overnight rains in cen­

IT’S ODD 


But It’s Science 


(By The Associated Press) 


Pasadena, Calif. — Some traffic 
jams in the far distant parts of the 
universe, where hundreds of Milky 
Ways get together, are being discov­ 
ered by a little, new telescope which 
will stand alongside the giant 200- 
inch now under construction here. 
The new telescope is a Schmidt, 
its diameter only 18 inches, It pho­ 
tographs a wide expanse of sky, 
contrasted to the shot of the Big 
Bertha telescopes which penetrate to 
great distances but see only a tiny 
spot at a time. 
In one region of the sky, out in 
the direction of the constellation 
Pisces, the fish, the little telescope 
has spotted a jam of between 300 
and 400 Milky Ways. 
Each Is a 
nebula, an island universe, like the 
Milky Way. Dr. F. Zwicky, who lo­ 
cated the swarm, says clusters Uke 
this represent the largest concen­ 
trations 
of m atter 
known. 
He 
thinks their study will shed light on 
the evolution of the universe out 
of primeval matter.
